Before the twelv e men were sent 
into the room, the alternate ju ry , O. 
T. Moore of Orange, was discharged. 
No more affecting scene ev er took 
place in the cou rtroom of this cou nty 
than that this morning wrhen the aged 
mother of Frank Sk elly cried alou d 
in the arm s of her son charged with 
the m u rder of his wife. 
There were tears in the ey es of the 
ju rors, and in the ey es of many oi 
those who heard A ttorney Cly de Bish- 
op’s eloq u ent, able appeal in Sk elly ’s 
defense. 
No more stirring 
address 
was ev er made to a Ju ry by Bishop 
than th at deliv ered by him this m ornt 
lng. 
It was a u nu su ally brilliant and 
telling address. 
Sk elly sat where he had sat du r­ 
ing m ost of the trial, ju st inside the 
rail beside his mother, Mrs. Jennie 
Bradley , dressed plainly in black . 
W hen the attorney pleaded th at the 
man, whom 
the 
defense 
believ ed 
wrongly accu sed, be spared from the 
hangm an’s noose to bring u p his two 
little children to 
womanhood 
and 
manhood and to care for and cherish 
his poor old mother in her declining 
y ears, Mrs. Bradley , who wept m ost 
of the hou r and twenty -fiv e m inu tes 
tak en by the attorney for his plea, 
sobbed alou d. 
Sk elly ’s face work ed 
with emotion. 
His arm s were abou t 
his mother, as she cried hy sterically . 
Bishop pau sed In his talk , walk ed to 
the cou ple and whispered a few words 
to them, and the then continu ed with 
his argu m ent. 
W hen he had finished, Mrs. B rad­ 
ley , weak and tottering, was led from 
the cou rtroom to 
compose 
herself.- 
She retu rned and du ring the address 
of the district attorney sat calmly be­ 
tw een her sons. 
D istrict Attorney Dav is completed 
his closing argu m ent 
shortly 
after 
noon. 
Ju dge W est read his instru c­ 
tions and the case w ent to the ju ry . 
In 
closing 
y esterday , 
A ttorney 
Flem ing for the prosecu tion said: 
“Wh$n Sk elly told y ou that proba­ 
bly when the words ‘I didn’t k now it 
was gasoline’ were spok en he refer­ 
red to not k nowing w ith w hat she 
was afire, he certainly sou ght to de­ 
lu de y ou . 
And his ex planation of ‘I 
dropped it’ was so flimsy it is not 
w orth considering.

th at Mrs. Sk elly filled the tank with 
a glass jar.

26 follows: 
“R eferring to y ou r letter of Ju ly 
18 , addressed to the Secretary of Agri­ 
cu ltu re, in regard to a report on the 
apricot crop in California, I beg to 
adv ise y ou th at the United 
States 
gov ernm ent does not throu gh its crop- 
reporting bu reau Issu e any reports 
relating to apricots. 
I inclose here­ 
w ith the Ju ly Crop R eporter, which 
contains a complete crop report as 
issu ed 
w ithin 
the, past 
month. 
Peaches, howev er, are reported u pon, 
which crop in California, 
y ou 
will 
note, is estim ated on Ju ly 1 as 8 7 per 
cent of a norm al condition. 
I hav e 
no k nowledge of the report u pon apri­ 
cots to which y ou refer in y ou r letter 
as pu rporting to be a gov ernm ent re­ 
port.’’ 


The Ju ly Crop R eporter referred to 
in the letter shows for Illinois and 


Iowa practically a total failu re of the 
apple, peach and pear crop. 
W iscon­ 
sin, Minnesota, th e D ak otas a little 
better. 
In general the northern cen­ 
tral states east and west of the Mis­ 
sissippi hav e 
one-half 
crops. 
New 
York state, a great produ cer of ev apf 
orated apples falls considerably short 
on apples, peaches and pears. 
Good 
crops are reported from states which 
are not large produ cers. 
The m ost 
popu lou s states and largest produ cers 
are sh ort 


From G reat B ritain: 
“The 
fru it 
season according to a recent report 
of the U nited States consu l general 
at London, is lik ely to be one of the 
worst of recent y ears; cherries, pears, 
and plu ms hav e been seriou sly attaint­ 
ed by frost, and apples prom ise only 
a fair crop.”

red charges. 
After that many com­ 
plaints were made concerning 
Van 
Liew’s condition. 
"Last May 
President 
Jordon 
of 
Standard U niv ersity in w riting to a 
pu blic officer of this state said: 
“It is a m atter of common repu te 
th at the president of one of ou r state 
normal schools drink s "whisk y more 
than modarately . 
So far as I am con­ 
cerned I hav e no direct ev idence bu t 
I k now the school’s repu tation is be­ 
ing harm ed by the retention of thie 
man. 
“Of cou rse it was left to the board 
to pass on the v eracity of Miss Clark 
and Van Liew, bu t notw ithstanding 
the board’s 
decision 
I believ e the 
great m ajority of Californians accept 
Miss Clark ’c statem ent. 
She had no­ 
thing to gain in doing w hat she did- 
The tru stee’s decision serv es notice 
on all 
y ou ng girls attending Normal

We, the Newport Beach Chamber of 
Commerce hereby su bm it the follow­ 
ing rem onstrance and objection: 
FIR ST—The empty ing 
of 
sewage 
into Newport bay is in direct contra­ 
v ention of Section 13 of an act of Con­ 
gress approv ed March 3rd, 18 9 9 , be­ 
ing a portion of the Riv ers and H ar­ 
bors bill, u nless passed throu gh septic 
tanks of su fficient capacity to prop­ 
erly septicise the entire v olu me of 
sewage from said city of Santa Ana. 
We 
hav e no assu rance that, the city 
of Santa Ana will constru ct a septic 
sy stem of su fficient size or capacity 
to properly care for its sewage. 
It is 
a m atter of common knowledge th at 
the present septic tank sy stem of the 
City of Santa Ana is not now nor has 
it been for the past three y ears an 
adequ ate septic sy stem. 
Fu rther in 
the* application made no mention is 
made of a sy stem of filtration where­ 
by su ch su bstances as particles of 
wood and paper, etc., u pon which the 
microbes do not act can be separated 
from th v olu me of sewage and they 
will consequ ently be deposited in the 
w aters of Newport bay and will hav « 
a tendency to and will create a bar or 
bars and will cau se the narrow and 
shallow strip of w ater known as the 
“N arrow s” to fill u p and u ltim ately 
cu t off the u pper portion of Newport 
bay and therefore redu ce the tidal 
prism and said bar or bars will fu r­ 
ther be a mence to 
and 
endanger 
nav igation throu gh said Narrows and 
will 
prev ent 
craft 
from 
passing 
throu gh said Narrows, to the u pper 
portion of said bay ly ing abov e and 
bey ond said Narrows. 
SECOND—T hat the City of Santa 
Ana is a mu nicipal corporation hav ­ 
ing today a popu lation of abou t 10,- 
000 and is rapidly increasing in size. 
The City of Newport Beach is a mu ni­ 
cipal corporation ly ing ten miles from 
Santa Ana and hav ing a popu lation of 
abou t 4000 inhabitants. 
Both cities 
lie within the Cou nty of Orange and a 
large portion of the w aters of said bay 
are now a part of the City of Newport 
Beach. 
A special election has been 
called by the tru stees of Newpport 
Beach for the pu rpose of annex ing to 
the City of N ewport Beach the bal­ 
ance of the w aters of Newport bay . 
The prosperity of the city is depend­ 
ant on the fact 'that the still w aters 
of the bay attract innu m erable craft 
and at the present time said craft are 
practically u sed for pleasu re only . If 
said waters are nav igable for pleasu re

nav i­ 
gable In fact and the du mping of sew­ 
age into the bay w hether septicised or 
not will restrict the u se of the w ater 
of Newport bay for pleasu re craft as 
well as for pleasu re pu rposes In the 
line of bathing and swimming. 
THIRD—T hat the sedim ent from 
the sewage after hav ing been deposit­ 
ed in the w aters of Newport bay will 
be deposited on the bottom of said 
bay and u pon and along the shores 
thereof and the solid m atter thu s ac­ 
cu mu lating will fill u p said Narrows 
v ery rapidly and thu s endanger and 
be a menace to nav igation throu gh 
said Narrows and also u ltim ately cu t 
off the u pper portion of said Newport 
bay .
